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CITY: COUNCIL ORDERS 


Zs POWER EXTENSION Pompanys price $20,850, and the b 


Commissioner McNaughton Recom- 
mends Steam Instead of Gas En- 
gine—Counci! Favors Judicious 
Publicity of City -Affairs—Many 
Amendments to City Charter Re- 
quired. 


The city council held another long 
drawn out meeting on Thureday 
evening, when a big budget of buei- 
ness was rubbed off the slate, All 
the aldermen were present except 
Alderman MeKinley. The most im- 
portant matter concluded was the 
adoption of the commissioners’ re- 
port regarding the tenders for engine 
extension to the power plant. The 
commissioners recommenced the pur- 
chase of the Goldie-MeCulloch engine 
for $27,800; the Canadian General 
Kleetric Company for $14,300; the 
Babcock & Wateox Company, boiler 
for $46,890, and their report Was 
adopted after some discussion. <A 
number of rather important amend- 
ments to the city charter were pass- 
ed and will (be submitted to the 
Legisieture next week. The alder- 
men blso placed themselves on record 
as being strongly in favor of the ut 
most publicity possible in connection 
with the transaction of all city 
affairs. 

Power Plant Engine Extensions. 

In connection with the commis- 
sioners’ report regarding the engine 
extensions to the power plant, con- 
siderable discussion arose, Commis- 
sioner McNaughton explained fully 
his reasons for the selections made, 
stating that in his opinion those de- 
cided upon would give the best value 
to the city at the present time. Mr 
Robb, representing the Robb Engi- 
neering Company, addressed the coun- 
cil, as did Mr, Ross, of the Goldie- 
McCulloch Company. The aldermen 
diseussed the question of laying the 
matter over until Monday next, but 
finally decided to adopt the report as 
presented. The follawing was the re- 
port on the question: 

“Attached you will find the result of 
tenders covering an alternator of 
1,000 kilowat capacity, together with 
the necessary steam engine and 
boilers required to operate it at 50 
per cent. overload, The prices quot- 
ed include superintendence of | erec- 
tion, freight and duty on the complete 
plant as mentioned above, together 
with all auxiliaries such as exciters 
unit wid condensers, 

“You will also find attached the 
price. of a producer-gas engine and 
producer having the same electrical 
capacity a& the steam engine. The 
amount of boiler capacity on which 
bids have been received amounts to 
2,400 h.p., of which 1,800 h.p. is re- 
quired for the steam engine above 
mentioned, the remaining 600 hp. is 


required for the new pump, which 
has been purchased lately, and for 
which no boilers were procured at 


that time 
Steam Engine Recommended. 
“The first point which it is neces 


sary to decide is whether this exten 
sion shall be gas engine or steam 
engine. At present we are in a good 


position to come to a reasonable con- 
clusion on this point. The cost of 
the producer-gas installation, exclu- 
sive of building and foundations, hav- 
ing ithe same capacity and flexibility 
of a steam plant, would be. $154,600; 
and the cost of the steam plant, in- 
cluding alil auxiliaries, but not in- 
cluding all auxiliaries, but not in- 
would be $74,350. On account of the 
low price of coal procurable in — this 
city, the large saving of the gas en- 
gine over the steam engine does not 
seem sufficient to offset the interest 
on the increased capital expenditure 
which is necessary, particularly in 
view of the fact that for a consider- 
able time a large proportion of this 
plant will be idle and simply fulfilling 
the condition of having surplus power. 
If the price of our coal ranged from 
$3.50 per ton. or over, the gas engine. 
even with its large first cost, would 
be on en eaual footing with the steam 
engine, always assuming that condi- 
tions were such that it could be kept 
in almost continuous operation, ‘The 
gas-producer installation, which we 
now have, will for some years pro- 
duce the conditions of maximum plant 
efficiency, for the reason that we will 
be able to operate it atfull load prac- 
tically all the time, and when we have 
any machinery standing idle it will be 
the steam machinery, with their 
smaller fixed charges. The price of 
coal will not in the next dew years 
reach an lamount which will allow 
the gas engine to show a profit, ex- 
cept under continuous operation In 
order to bring about continuous oper- 
ation of the gas engine, it will be 
necessary to make an addition to the 
part of the plant known as the gas 
producer, whieh addition should not 
exceed the amount of $10,000, but for 
which we have not received any 
prices. The seving in fuel brought 
about by the gas engine is about 50 
per cent. It is therefore the opinion 
of your commissioners that the pre- 
sent extension to the power plant 
should be a steam engine and boiler 
contract. Attached to this report you 
will find a tabulated statement bring- 
ing out all the various points in the 
various tenders. These tenders vary 
very considerably in price, nett 
weight, and sizes of parts, and al- 
though any one of the engines can 
conform with the specification, still 
there is a big difierence in the 
machines offered by the different 
bidders, and your commissioners have 
done their beat to analyse the merits 
of the different machines and recom- 
mend the best for our conditions with- 
out having regard to price The re- 
sult of this analysis is found in the 
attached statement. 

Favor Goldie-McCulloch Engine. 

The steam engine which we recom- 
mend for purchase is manufactured 
b- the Goldie-McCulloch Company, of 


Gilt, Ontario It is an engine 
weighing 280,000 Ibs., running 120 
revolutions per minute, and having 


the largest shalt, .pins, and bearings 
of any engine offered; the steam con- 
sumption of this engine is 12%jlbs. of 
steum per hour at tull load and 14 
Ibs. per hour at half loed, The ship- 
ment of this engine is 84, months

tured in Glasgow. These boilers 
have a capacity of 2,400 h.p. in six

24,120 feet, and the delivery of one 
unit ean be made by the middle of 
il, 80 as.to be ready for our pump. 

ie remainder can be delivered in 14 
weeks. The price of these boilers is 
$46,890 f.0.b. Edmonton, freight, and 
duty peid, ineluding shaking grates, 
superheater and superintendence of 
erection. There are three other bide 
ders for boilers, viz., The Robb En- 
gineering Company, $45,000; the Can-

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 


NY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. The applicant must appear in 
rson at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
ub-Agency for the district. Rotry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
vertain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ resideno® upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miies of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister. 


In. certain districts a homesteader in 


good standing may pre-empt a quarter-| : 


section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre, Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead-entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted bis 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Purchased homesteads may be ac- 
quired on any available lands on either 
odd or even numbered Sections South of 
township 45, East of the Calgary end 
Edmonton Railway and the West line of 
range 26, and West of the third Meridian 
and the Sault Railway line, Duties,—

Saskatchewan Government Mave De- 
clded to Repeal the ‘ Present Act 
aud Leave the of Ineur- 
ing to Private Companies—Noxi- 
ous Weeds Ordinante. 


Regina, January 21.—In committee 
on the Rural Manicipalities Bill in 
the Legislature yesterday, the eradica- 
tion of noxious weeds came up for 
discussion, as a result of the ques- 
tion as to whether upon organization 
of municipalities the responsibility of 
dealing with the question would de- 
volve upon them, instead of on the 
provincial authorities, as at present. 

Hon. Mr. Calder replied that such 
was the intention Langley (Liberal, 
Redberry)) thought this was a mis 
take. Although having confidenee 
generally in the municipal councils 
that would probably be\formed, there 
was a possibility that in some dit 
tricts this important work would not 
be properly attended to He spoke 
of one district. in particular where 
weeds were especially bad, and he 
questioned whether the council would 
be selected there which would grap- 
ple with it. He referred to the ex- 
perience of Manitoba in ellowing 
weeds to get the upper hand, and de- 


clared that Seskatchewen could not 
afford to allow such a result in this 
provinee, He suggested that in 


traneferring to the municipalities the 
responsibility of dealing with the 
problem, it would be well for the gov- 
ernment to fetain power to step ini 
the municipality neglected its duty in 
the matter.

Going Out of Hail Insurance. 

The Saskatchewan government is 
going out of the hail insurance busi- 
ness altogether. No provision for ad- 
ministering the ordinance is made in 
the estimates and’ a new hail insur- 
ance act, which wes distributed to the 
House today in bill form, repeals all 
former levislation on the subject and 
enacts instead that subject to certain 
provisions as to authorized and pe id- 
up capital, the amounts being left 
blank in the printed bill, any com- 
pany carrying on an hail insurance 
business “may, with the epproval of 
the Tieutenant Governor in Council, 
and upon complying with the provi- 
sions of the Companies Ordinance or 
the Foreign Companies Ordinance of 
1903, as the case may be, carry on 
such business within the province.”
